The  passage  of  the  Carl  D.  Perkins  Vocational  and 
Applied  Technology  Education  Act  (VATEA)  of  1990  (P.L.  101-3  92) 
provides  secondary,  post  secondary  and  adult  vocational  education 
programs  with  federal  assistance  for  six  years,  from  July  1,  1991 
through  June  30,  1997. 

The  legislation  greatly  expands  the  job-related 
education  efforts.   It  emphasizes  service  to  "special 
populations, "  including  the  economically  and  educationally 
disadvantaged,  the  disabled,  single  parents,  those  not  properly 
served  because  of  sex  bias,  and  those  with  limited  English 
proficiency.   VATEA  requires  allocation  on  the  basis  of  financial 
aid  and  Vocational  Education  student  enrollment  for  the  75%  basic 
grant  funds;  the  balance  of  the  VATEA  funds  (25%)  are  awarded 
through  a  competitive  requests  for  proposal  (RFP)  process, 
Special  Projects.   Allocations  for  the  basic  grant  for  1996-97 
have  not  yet  been  made .

Effective  April  6,  1996,  subject  to 
Employees'  Retirement  System  requirements, 
the  District  shall  pay  up  to  an  additional 
one  and  one-half  percent  (1.5%)  for  a  total 
of  up  to  four  and  one-half  percent  (4.5%)  of 
each  employee's  elected  rate  of  contribution 
to  the  Employees'  Retirement  System,  not  to 
exceed  an  employee's  elected  rate  of 
contribution; 

2.  Floating  Holidays: 

Effective  for  Fiscal  Year  1995-96  only, 
eligible  employees  shall  be  granted  two 
additional  floating  holidays.   To  be 
eligible,  employees  must  have  been  in  paid 
status  with  the  District  for  all  of  Fiscal 
Years  1993-94  and  1994-95,  and  must  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  Paragraph  4,  below; 

3 .  Lump  Sum  Disbursement : 

Employees  who  were  employed  in  paid  status 
for  all  of  Fiscal  Years  1993-94  and  1994-95 
shall  receive  25%  of  the  wage  increase  for 
that  employee's  classification  as  certified 
by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  in  the  vetoed 
1994-95  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance. 
Employees  who  were  employed  in  Fiscal  Year 
1994-95,  but  not  in  paid  status  for  all  of 
Fiscal  Years  1993-94  or  1994-95,  shall 
receive  a  pro-rata  share  of  the  above  amount 
based  upon  the  amount  of  time  in  paid  status 
during  these  two  fiscal  years  as  a  percentage 
of  the  total  number  of  non-overtime  working 
hours  (i.e.,  4160  hours)  during  those  two 
fiscal  years.   Such  lump  sum  payment  shall  be 
subject  to  applicable  federal,  state  and 
local  withholding.   "Paid  status"  shall  be 
defined  as  all  hours  for  which  an  employee 
received  pay,  excluding  overtime. 

The  formula  is  as  follows:   (Total  number  of 
hours  in  paid  status  in  Fiscal  Years  1993-94 
and  1994-95,  divided  by  4160)  X  .25  X  (the 
percentage  wage  increase  certified  by  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  for  the  employee's 
classification  for  Fiscal  Year  1994-95)  X 
(the  annual  regular  (non-overtime)  salary  for 
Fiscal  Year  1994-95  for  that  employee) .

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be  eligible,  employees  must  also  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  Paragraph  4,  below. 

4.    The  benefits  reflected  in  Paragraphs  2  and  3, 
above,  shall  be  conferred  only  for  those 
employees  in  the  Classifications  who  execute 
a  written  waiver  and  release  submitted  to 
them  for  signature  by  the  District . 

FURTHER  BE  IT  RESOLVED  THAT:   The  Benefit  Levels  in 

effect  pursuant  to 
Paragraph  No,  1,  above,  shall  apply  at  the  time  of  hire 
to  any  future  unrepresented  employees  of  the  District 
occupying  positions  within  the  Classifications,  as 
appropriate; 

FURTHER  BE  IT  RESOLVED  THAT:   All  other  forms  of 

compensation,  benefits, 
and  other  terms  and  conditions  of  employment  not 
specifically  enumerated  herein  shall  continue  in 
accordance  with  existing  District  policies,  practices 
and  procedures  in  effect  as  of  the  date  of  this 
Resolution;

Authorization  of  the  Chancellor/designee  to  act  on  Classified 
Salary  matters 

President  and  Members: 

Some  classified  employees  in  the  district  occupy  positions  determined  by  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  as  being  exempt  from  the  Fair  Labor  Standards  Act  and  designated 
by  a  "Z"  symbol.  These  employees  are  not  paid  for  over-time  worked  but  may  be  granted 
compensatory  time  off.  Previously,  the  1992-93  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance  for  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  provided  as  follows: 

Occupants  of  the  position  specified  by  symbol  -Z-  shall  work  such  hours  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  full  and  proper  performance  of  their  duties  and  shall  receive  no  additional 
compensation  for  work  on  holidays  or  in  excess  of  eight  hours  per  day  for  five  days  per  week, 
but  may  be  granted  compensatory  time  off  under  the  provisions  of  section  V(B)  of  the  salary 
standardization  ordinance;  provided  that  subject  to  fiscal  provisions  of  the  Charter,  the 
provisions  of  this  section  may  be  suspended  for  a  specified  period  of  time  to  allow  overtime 
payment  as  provided  in  Section  V(A)  of  the  salary  standardization  ordinance  during  periods 
designated  by  the  appointing  officer  and  for  which  funds  have  been  certified  as  available  by 
the  Controller. 

This  procedure  is  referred  to  as  "suspension  of  the  Z  symbol".  Previously,  the 
District's  practice  was  to  seek  approval  each  year  from  the  Civil  Service  Commission  for 
affected  employees.  On  July  1995,  the  District  submitted  requests  to  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  for  the  suspension  of  the  "Z"  symbol  involving  two  employees  (Aida  Mesa  and 
Amelia  Sandro-Recio)  for  work  to  be  performed  in  addition  to  their  regular  exempt  duties. 
Approval  of  these  requests  would  enable  said  employees  to  be  paid  for  overtime  rather  than 
granted  compensatory  time  off.  In  response  to  the  District's  request,  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  informed  the  District  sometime  on  November  1995  that  the  Commission  that  this 
matter  concerned  a  monetary  issue  over  which  the  Commission  no  longer  had  jurisdiction  and 
that  the  authority  for  this  determination  now  rests  with  the  District. 

During  this  period,  these  two  classified  employees  continued  to  work  overtime 
from  July  1,  1995  to  December  31,  1995  with  the  expectation  that  they  would  ultimately  be 
compensated.  However,  to  date,  the  compensation  of  overtime  for  these  individuals  has  not 
been  authorized  by  the  District. 

Resolution  No.   96-425-D1   confirms  that  the  Chancellor/designee,   as  the 
Appointing  Officer,    is  authorized  to  pay  these  two  classified  employees  for  overtime  wori< 
performed  from  July  1,  1995  to  December  31,  1995  based  on  a  prior  implementation  of  this 
practice.    It  further  recommends  that  subsequently,  no  new  exceptions  to  the  "Z"  designation 
be  created  by  the  District.  Board  of  Trustees  approval  is  required. 
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RESOLVED:   That  the  Chancellor/designee  be  granted  the  authority  to  pay  Ms. 
Aida  Mesa  and  Amelia  Sandro-Recio  for  overtime  work  performed  from  July  1 , 
1995  to  December  31,  1995.  ^

Establishing  Salaries 

The  Governing  Board  has  the  power  to  fix,  alter  and 
approve  all  salaries  and  compensations  of  certificated  persons 
employed  by  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  in 
accordance  with   applicable   law. 

Adoption  of  Salary  Schedule 

A  salary  schedule  adopted  by  the  Governing  Board  is 
in  effect  only  for  the  year  for  which  it  was  adopted.  The  adoption 
of  a  salary  schedule  repeals  all  former  policies  and  regulations  in 
conflict  with  the  provisions  of  the  newly  adopted  schedule. 

Additional     Compensation     -  Military    Training    and 
Active  Military  Duty 

Any  payment  of  salary  or  compensation  to  an  employee 
during  military  leave  for  training  or  active  military  duty  shall  be 
as  provided  for  in  the  Military  and  Veterans  Code  and  the  Education 
Code.  Upon  cessation  of  the  required  payment  of  salary  or 
compensation  as  provided  by  law,  an  employee  who  is  a  member  of  a 
reserve  component  of  the  Armed  Forces  of  the  United  States  or  a 
member  of  the  National  Guard,  upon  application  to  the  District  may 
be  eligible  to  receive  additional  periodic  compensation  from  the 
District.  This  additional  periodic  compensation  shall  be  an  amount 
which,  when  added  to  the  periodic  compensation  he/she  is  receiving

Student  workers  at  City  College  of  San  Francisco  have 
received  the  same  hourly  wage  rate  of  $5.02  an  hour  for  over  ten 
years.  The  Administration  surveyed  eight  community  colleges  in 
the  Bay  Area  to  assess  student  wage  rates  and  found  that  although 
some  schools  have  higher  levels  of  pay  on  their  books,  most  are 
paying  student  workers  $6.00  an  hour  or  less. 

The  Administration  believes  that  providing  student  work 
on  campus  often  leads  to  better  retention  and  believes  that  a 
wage  increase  is  warranted.   However,  it  should  also  be  noted 
that  a  student  wage  increase  will  reverberate  through  a  number  of 
fixed  budgets  and  could,  therefore,  decrease  the  overall  work 
hours  availa.ble  to  student  workers.   The  budgets  that  would  be 
affected  by  an  increase  in  student  wages  include:  District 
Unrestricted  General  Fund  budget.  Associated  Students  budget. 
Bookstore  budget.  College  Work  Study  budget,  and  Grants  with  Lab 
Aide  budgets.   Without  the  ability  to  increase  the  College  Work 
Study  budget,  a  wage  increase  will  result  in  fewer  overall 
student  work  hours  available  unless  the  other  departments  not 
only  budget  for  the  wage  increase,  but  also  budget  an  increase  to 
cover  the  lost  College  Work  Study  hours. 

The  Administration  recommends  that  the  Board  of 
Trustees  approve  an  increase  in  student  wages  beginning  with  the 
first  pay  period  beginning  after  July  1,  1996  at  $5.50  an  hour 
and  starting  with  the  Spring  semester  of  1997  effective  the  first 
pay  period  beginning  after  January  1,  1997  to  a  wage  rate  of 
$6.00  an  hour.

President  and  Members: 

In  the  Fall  of  1991,  City  College  of  San  Francisco 
began  offering  a  new  community  services  program  consisting  of 
intensive  ESL  classes  to  foreign  students  under  the  auspices  of 
the  International  Education  Program.   The  offerings  are  for 
students  from  abroad  who  wish  to  study  English  and  are  willing  to 
pay  for  this  education  in  conformance  with  SB  432  of  1987,  and  a 

California  Education  Code  Section  78300.   It  was  anticipated  that 
there  was  a  substantial  market  for  this  program  in  San  Francisco 
which  has  proved  to  be  the  case.   Enrollment  has  gone  from  2  5  in 
the  Fall  of  1991  to  more  than  170  in  the  Spring  of  1996.   The 
Institute  is  now  self-supporting. 

Resolution  910425-S4  authorized  an  original  fee  of 
$1,400.00  per  semester.   Resolution  941205-S2  authorized  an 
increase  in  fees  for  Spring  1995.   Fees  were  increased  to 
$1,695.00  per  semester  and  $900.00  per  nine  week  program.   Due  to 
rising  costs  of  faculty  and  staff  salaries  and  general  increases 
in  overall  costs,  it  is  necessary  to  increase  the  fee  charged  of 
these  students . 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption:

Code  Section  78300,  the  community  service 
class  fee  charged  to  all  students  enrolled  be  adjusted 
as  follows:

In  the  Fall  of  1991,  City  College  of  San  Francisco 
began  offering  a  new  community  services  program  consisting  of 
intensive  ESL  classes  to  foreign  students  under  the  auspices  of 
the  International  Education  Program.   The  offerings  are  for 
students  from  abroad  who  wish  to  study  English  and  are  willing  to 
pay  for  this  education  in  conformance  with  SB  432  of  1987,  and  a 
California  Education  Code  Section  72253.7.   It  was  anticipated 
that  there  was  a  substantial  market  for  this  program  in  San 
Francisco  which  has  proved  to  be  the  case.   Enrollment  has  gone 
from  25  in  the  Fall  of  1991  to  more  than  170  in  the  Spring  of 
1996.   The  Institute  is  now  self-supporting. 

Resolution  910425-S4  authorized  an  original  fee  of 
$1,400.00  per  semester.   Resolution  941205-S2  authorized  an 
increase  in  fees  for  Spring  1995.   Fees  were  increased  to 
$1,695.00  per  semester  and  $900.00  per  nine  week  program.   Due  to 
rising  costs  of  faculty  and  staff  salaries  and  general  increases 
in  overall  costs,  it  is  necessary  to  increase  the  fee  charged  of 
these  students.

Establishing  Salaries 

The  Governing  Board  has  the  power  to  fix,  alter  and 
approve  all  salaries  and  compensations  of  certificated  persons 
employed  by  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  in 
accordance   with   applicable   law. 

Adoption  of  Salary  Schedule 

A  salary  schedule  adopted  by  the  Governing  Board  is 
in  effect  only  for  the  year  for  which  it  was  adopted.  The  adoption 
of  a  salary  schedule  repeals  all  former  policies  and  regulations  in 
conflict  with  the  provisions  of  the  newly  adopted  schedule. 

Additional     Compensation     -     Military    Training    and 
Active  Military  Duty 

Any  payment  of  salary  or  compensation  to  an  employee 
during  military  leave  for  training  or  active  military  duty  shall  be 
as  provided  for  in  the  Military  and  Veterans  Code  and  the  Education 
Code.  Upon  cessation  of  the  required  payment  of  salary  or 
compensation  as  provided  by  law,  an  employee  who  is  a  member  of  a 
reserve  component  of  the  Armed  Forces  of  the  United  States  or  a 
member  of  the  National  Guard,  upon  application  to  the  District  may 
be  eligible  to  receive  additional  periodic  compensation  from  the 
District.

Compensation  of  non-certificated  employees  shall  be 
fixed  in  accordance  with  applicable  provisions  of  law.

Student  workers  at  City  College  of  San  Francisco  have 
received  the  same  hourly  wage  rate  of  $5.02  an  hour  for  over  ten 
years.  The  Administration  surveyed  eight  community  colleges  in 
the  Bay  Area  to  assess  student  wage  rates  and  found  that  although 
some  schools  have  higher  levels  of  pay  on  their  books,  most  are 
paying  student  workers  $6.00  an  hour  or  less. 

The  Administration  believes  that  providing  student  work 
on  campus  often  leads  to  better  retention  and  believes  that  a 
wage  increase  is  warranted.   However,  it  should  also  be  noted 
that  a  student  wage  increase  will  reverberate  through  a  number  of 
fixed  budgets  and  could,  therefore,  decrease  the  overall  work 
hours  available  to  student  workers.   The  budgets  that  would  be 
affected  by  an  increase  in  student  wages  include:  District 
Unrestricted  General  Fund  budget.  Associated  Students  budget. 
Bookstore  budget.  College  Work  Study  budget,  and  Grants  with  Lab 
Aide  budgets.   Without  the  ability  to  increase  the  College  Work 
Study  budget,  a  wage  increase  will  result  in  fewer  overall 
student  work  hours  available  unless  the  other  departments  not 
only  budget  for  the  wage  increase,  but  also  budget  an  increase  to 
cover  the  lost  College  Work  Study  hours. 

The  Administration  recommends  that  the  Board  of

In  the  Federal  Pell  Grant  Program,  students  obtain 
applications  at  high  schools,  libraries,  post  offices,  and  at 
postsecondary  institutions.   Students  then  submit  the  completed 
application  to  a  Federal  Student  Aid  processor  for  processing. 
The  approved  application,  called  a  Student  Aid  Report,  (SAR) ,  is 
sent  to  the  student  for  submission  by  the  student  to  the 
Financial  Aid  Office  of  the  postsecondary  institution  of  his  or 
her  choice.   The  institution  cannot  control  or  predict  with 
accuracy  the  number  of  students  who  may  submit  SARs. 

Beginning  in  1980-81,  the  U.S.  Department  of  Education 
changed  its  allocation  procedures.   To  ration  the  fund  more 
efficiently,  the  initial  allocation  is  only  a  portion  of  the 
estimated  need,  making  a  supplemental  submission  of  SAR  documents 
necessary.   These  documents  are  submitted  by  S.F.  Community 
College  Campuses  to  the  Department  of  Education  as  the  method  of 
requesting  additional  funding. 

Problems  arise  in  1)  the  timeliness  of  our  request;  2) 
the  Department  of  Education's  delay  in  processing  it,  producing  a 
supplemental  allocation  letter  (which  takes  up  to  four  weeks) , 
and  mailing  it  to  us;  3)  submitting  a  resolution  for  Governing 
Board  appropriation  of  the  allocation  before  the  agenda  deadline 
date;  and  4)  finally  drawing  down  the  funds  and  preparing  and 
disbursing  the  checks  to  the  eligible  and  needy  students. 

There  is  no  District  matching  contribution  required  for 
this  Federal  Pell  Grant  Program.   SFCCD  does  not  apply  for  the 
funds;  it  is  an  entitlement  program.   It  is  requested  that  all 
funds  receivable  in  this  program  for  the  fiscal  year  1996-1997  be 
appropriated  on  a  blanket  basis.

The  California  electorate  on  November  6,  1979  approved 
Proposition  4  (Gann  Initiative) ,  which  added  Article  XIII  B  to 
the  State  Constitution  to  place  various  appropriation  limitations 
on  the  fiscal  powers  of  state  and  local  government,  commonly 
referred  to  as  the  "Gann  Limit". 

Simply  stated  the  appropriations  limit  for  the 
succeeding  year  is  the  appropriations  limit  for  the  base  year 
adjusted  for  inflation  and  change  in  population.   For  a  community 
college  district,  inflation  is  the  lesser  of  the  change  in  cost- 
of-living  or  California  per  capita  personal  income  and  change  in 
population  is  the  percentage  change  in  the  district's  FTES. 

During  the  1989  State  Legislative  Session  a  number  of 
refinements  were  enacted  to  implement  Proposition  98  to  include 
special  purpose  apportionments  within  the  Gann  Limit  and  to 
exclude  any  unreimbursed  court  or  federal  mandates  imposed  on  or 
after  November  6,  1979. 

Government  Code  Section  7910  reads  as  follows: 

"Each  year  the  governing  body  of  each  local 
jurisdiction  shall,  by  resolution,  establish  its 
appropriations  limit  and  make  other  necessary 
determinations  for  the  following  fiscal  year  pursuant 
to  Article  XIII  B  at  a  regularly  scheduled  meeting  or 
noticed  special  meeting.   Fifteen  days  prior  to  the 
meeting  documentation  used  in  the  determination  of  the 
appropriations  limit  and  other  necessary  determinations 
shall  be  available  to  the  public.   The  determinations 
made  pursuant  to  this  section  are  legislative  acts. 
Any  judicial  action  or  proceeding  to  attach,  review, 
set  aside,  void,  or  annul  the  action  of  the  governing 
body  taken  pursuant  to  this  section  for  the  1980-81 
fiscal  year  shall  be  commenced  within  60  days  of  the 
effective  date  of  the  resolution  or  the  effective  date 
of  the  act  which  added  this  section  to  the  Government 
Code,  whichever  date  is  later.   For  the  1981-82  fiscal 
year  and  each  fiscal  year  thereafter,  any  judicial 
action  or  proceeding  to  attack,  review,  set  aside, 
void,  or  annul  the  action  of  the  governing  body  taken 
pursuant  to  this  section  shall  be  commenced  within  45 
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days  of  the  effective  date  of  the  resolution.   All 
courts  wherein  such  actions  are  or  may  be  hereafter 
pending,  including  any  court  reviewing  such  action  on 
appeal  from  the  decision  of  a  lower  court,  shall  give 
such  actions  preference  over  all  other  civil  actions 
therein,  in  the  manner  of  setting  the  same  for  hearing 
or  trial  and  in  hearing  the  same  to  the  end  that  all 
such  actions  shall  be  quickly  heard  and  determined". 

The  State  Chancellor's  Office  notified  us  by  memorandum 
dated  May  17,  1996  that  the  Department  of  Finance  has  determined 
that  the  applicable  price  factor  to  be  used  in  setting  the  1996- 
97  appropriation  limit  is:   California  per  capita  personal

The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  must  enact 
a  formal  resolution  adopting  tentative  budgets  for  the  General  Fund 
(Unrestricted  and  Restricted) ,  Cafeteria  Fund,  Capital  Outlay 
Projects  Fund,  the  Child  Development  Fund,  and  Financial  Aid  to 
allow  expenditures  to  continue  after  July  1,  1996,  the  start  of  the 
new  fiscal  year.  The  resolution  will  allow  the  District  to 
establish  expenditure  appropriation  accounts  so  that  obligations 
may  be  incurred  and  salaries  paid  during  the  period  between  July  1, 
1996  and  the  date  the  final  budget  is  adopted. 

Upon  receiving  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
the  tentative  budgets  will  be  entered  into  the  accounting  records 
of  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District.  When  the  Board  of 
Trustees  adopts  the  final  budget  for  fiscal  year  1996-97,  the 
accounting  records  will  be  adjusted  accordingly. 

Projected  expenditures  in  the  1996-97  Tentative  Budget 
are  established  on  the  Modified  Budget  (Rollover  Budget)  as 
established  in  March/April  1996.  Estimated  increases  for  salary 
increments  and  rate  changes  have  also  been  included,  and  will  be 
refined  when  the  final  budget  is  proposed.  Total  expenditures  in 
the  Tentative  Budget  for  the  General  Fund,  Unrestricted  amount  to 
$114,000,000.

Since  June  30,  1986  the  College  has  obtained  liability 
coverage  by  self -insurance  through  pooling  with  the  State-wide 
Association  of  Community  Colleges  (SWACC) ,  a  Joint  Powers 
Authority  (JPA) .   The  SWACC-JPA  requires  the  College  to  obtain 
claims  administration  through  a  third  party  for  the  claims  in  the 
self  insured  retention  ($25,000  on  liability),  and  the  deductible 
($25,000  on  property),  region.   SWACC-JPA  has  entered  into  a 
management  services  contract  with  Keenan  &  Associates  to  obtain 
among  other  services,  claims  management  services  for  the  claims 
filed  against  the  SWACC-JPA.   Since  there  are  savings  in 
administrative  effort  and  improved  coordination  of  claims 
processing  that  are  achieved  by  having  the  same  party  administer 
claims  under  as  well  as  over  our  deductible/SIR,  we  have 
contracted  with  Keenan  &  Associates  for  claims  administration 
services  since  July  1,  1986.
